Inflation 
was not checked in time Deflation was late, 
abrupt, and unnecessarily violent. But the farmer | 
was not without responsibility for his misfortune,

What ‘the farmer needs is not legislative patent 
medicine. His condition has bettered substantially, 
and we believe improvement will continue. But 
relief of a permanent and substantial order does 
not lie in more credit nor in any legislative nostrum 
within the power of congress to supply. It does 
not lie in forcing demoralizing decreases in freight 
rates, though reduction of rates may be hoped for 
if business conditions hold fairly well and are not 
set back by foolish legislation. What the farmer 
and the manufacturer both nee@ most is an im- 
provement of conditions in Europe, the stabiliza- 
tion of political conditions, of exchange, through 
government economies and the restoration of cur- 
rency to a sane basis. Legislative patent medicine 
will cure none of the farmer’s ills, but make them 
worse. The quicker he and his political champioas 
discover this the better for agriculture and the 
nation.

A bit uncertain in her pitch 
relations during the first section of 
“Ah, fors @ lui,” she soon conquered 
herself and made an equal conquest 
of the audience. Warm tone and per- 
sonal charm would not be denied.

Mr. Schipa played up to her like the 
great artist he is. Never were two 
voices so well matched in character, 
and each one is a superlative of its 
kind, Mr. Rimini played the part of 
the father with more humanity and 
less insistence an operatic effect than 
any other baritone has been able to 
do in recent years, and won a special 
success of his own with “Di Pro 
venza.” Mr. Polacco performed his 
customary but unfailingly new act of 
conducting in a way to bring much 
more ouf of the score than the casual 
observer would suppose was in it.

Life Started 
by Chaliapin 
as Bootmaker 


“From Boots to Boris” would make 
a fairly good title for Feodor Ivan- 
owitch Chaliapin’s memoirs when he 


comes to publish them, for it is ex- 
actly what has happened in his life. 


The most famous singer in the world 
|today, he began his career, not as 
|a singer, but as an apprentice to a 
bootmaker. 

No one has aroused more discussion 
than he in his limited engagement 
this season with the Chicago opera. 
One enthusiast was heard to declare 
a few nights ago that were he to have 
been on the same stage with Caruso, 
no one would ever think twice of the 
Italian.” This will probably be bitterly 
debated by the Caruso followers, but 
it is true that Chaliapin seldom fails 
to be an overwhelmingly large section 
of the opera in which he appears. 

~~ 


Chaliapin’s first musical experience 
came as a choir singer in Russia. In 
due course of time he was engaged 
at the Imperial Opera of Petrograd, 
and for two years he sang there with- 
out exciting any particular comment. 
From there he went to the other great 
Russian opera company at Moscow, 
where for the first time in his life 
he created an enormous sensation, so 
much so that Petrograd residents used 
to go to Moscow to hear him sing and 
to cogitate on what they had missed 
by letting him go. . 

From Moscow he went out of Rus- 
sia to the great opera houses of Eu- 
rope, and with one exception became 
world famous. That was in 1908, when 
he came to the New York Metropolitan, 
and was heartily disliked. The critics 
there discovered that he overacted in 
“ Mefistofele,” and objected to his 
catching flies in “The Barber of Se- 
ville” as mere low buffoonery. 

He was reported to be the first mu- 
sician of Russia in the esteem of the 
present soviet government, but was 
able to tome away last year to earn 
rhore money. 

Chaliapin is 49 years old, stands six 
feet four inches, and weighs 225 
pounds, with apparently not an ounces 
of fat. Another member of the Chi.

A full and detailed degcription of how 
to roast a turkey, goose, or other fowl 
should consume 1,000 words at least. 
It would need to explain the whole 
theory.of fire as applied to protein— 
lean meat—and the right cooking of 
fats. 

The meat should not be dry when 


}cooked. A goose has its own larding 


layer over its breast, but a turkey has 
not. As cooked it might easily be de- 
scribed in Dickens’ phrases, “ The dry 
humor of the fowls. the legs 
of the fowls, too, are longer than 
should be desired and extremely scaly 
—every kind of finer tendon and liga- 
ment that it is in the nature of poultry 
to possess, is developed in thes speci- 
mens .in.the singular form of guitar 
strings.”’ And in another Dickens vol- 
ume we find this: “I was regaled with 
the scaly tips of the drumsticks of 
fowls, and with those obscure corners 
of pork, of which the pig, when living 
had the least reason to be vain.”
